Shortly after 8 Pp. m., Mayor Angier moved 
that Hon. George Hillyer, judge of the superior 
court, act as chairman of the meeting. 
The motion prevailed, as also a motion that 
Mr. Herman Jacobs act as secretary. 

JUDGE HILLYER’s REMARKS. 
Judge Hillyer said it wou d be proper to state 
the object of the mesting, which was to organ 
ize come means of affording assistance to the 
eufferers by yeliow fever in our country, He 
said one of the first public meetings he ever at- 
tended was ove to send relief to the sufferers by 
the famine in Ireland. It was in a smaller town, 
but the meeting was a larger one than thla The 
smallness of the meeting to-night was not que 
to a lack of interest.in the sufferings of tbo e 
who are under the scourge. He spoke feel« 
ingly of our duy to the @uffer. 
ing, and mid he was © glad that 
our noble hearted mayor bad taken the respon. 
sibility to make the call for this meeting. He, 
Judge Hillver, wes here to respond to it and in 
his bumble way.to as ist in the labor. 


BESOLUTIONS,. 
Mayor augier then offered the following res- 
olutions: 


Resolved, That a committee of seven be a 
pointed by the chair io sclicit subse ripti 2 
aid of the sufferers from yellow fever. and that 
such committee shal. be the judges of the modes 
end manner ( distributing the same as to 
when, where and the amount. 


Judge Hillyer, as chairman, asked if this com- 
mittee was iutended to include all the organiz3d 
effort in this behalf. 

Mayor Angier said that he knew of no other 
and that his idea was to entru t the matter to 
the hands of this committees. 

Dr J G Westmoreland said it was suggested 
that the committee should be larger. 

Mr HI Kimball moved to make the committee 
consist of three from each ward. He though; 
that the committee was not large enough. 

The amendment was adopted. 

The chairman. Judge Hillyer, suggested that 
a proper amendment might be made by adding 
the words in this and other communities,“ so 


as not to eonfine the matter to Atlants. 
The suggestion was considered a part of the

The resolutions were then adopted.

Mayor Angier said he\hought the discussion of 
the subject would have an opposite effect and 
would satiefy the peop: of facte*which would 
banish all fear of fever prevailing here at any 
time 
A motion to hear from the physicians was car- 
ried and ? 
DR. J. G. WESTMORELAND 
called upon. ‘ihe doctor said he was sorry to 
know that any question of the sort should be 
possible and that it should be necessary to dis- 
pel any fear of that nature. 
He had lived and practiced medicine here for 
many years, and during that time the yellow 
fever: has been brought here often. Persons 
have come here with it and died, bat no fear 
has ever been felt that it could spread or become 
epidemic in our midst. It is kuown to all who 
have noticed the disease that persons having it 
and moving out of the malarial district in which 
it was contracted cannot communicate it to 
others. Pereons have come here with it from 
New Orleans and Savannah and died of it, with- 
out any other person of their families or nurses 
contracting the disease. No intelligent physi- 
Gian will say that it can be contracted away 
from malaria. I deny that it can be imported 
any where.

THE YELLOW FEVER PLAGUE, 


The reports of the American health 
association, recently published by Hurd 
& Houghton, contain a comprehensive 
history of the yellow fever epidem ies in 
this country between 1668 and 1874. 
Accompanying the reports is a map on 
which is located every point where yel- 
low fever cases have occurred in this 
country. The map and reports show 
that while the fever has been epidemic 
from Corpus Christi, at the mouth of 
the Rio Grande, to Portsmouth in New 
Hampshire, it has invarisbly clang to 
the water’s edge and to low elevations. 
Both in Cube and Mexico places of high 
elevation are efempt from visitations 
of fever. In the tropics a greater ele- 
vation is, of course, needed to secure 
exemption than in the temperate 
zone. All experience and all: medical 
testimony in this country shows 
that an elevation of 600 feet above 
the level of the sea is sufficient. Dr. 


Drake, who bas become an authority 


as regards yellow fever, fixes the limit 
of the disease in the United States at 
an elevation of 400 feet. Filth and sani- 
tary abuses in other forms have never 
been able to generate the disease ip 
this country above 460 feet--at Fort 
Smith, in Arkansas. Under favorable 
conditions it may be assumed, if experi- 
ence is worth anything, that the dis- 
ease cannot prevail at an elevation of 
over 400 feet in this country. Nor can it 
prevail in an epidemic form at that ele 
vation away from considerable bodies of 
water. 
propogation ; it needs humidity as well 
as heat. Heat, humidity and filth are, 
in short, essential requisites to give the 
fever of the tropics a sure and strong 
foothold in this country and zone. 


These conditions confine the disease to 


filthy waterside cities below 400 feet. 
Grenada, on the Yallabusha, at an ele- 
vation of about 300 feet, opened a sew- 
er tbat was filled with dead dogs and 
cats. Memphis has always been the 
northern limit of the disease in the 
Mississippi valley. It has never pre- 
vailed in an epidemic form above that 
point. Under its bluffs is a low flo t 
area that is covered after high water 
with pools of slimy ooze. Upon these 
flats garbage has been thrown, and on 
this low tract the disease finds a con- 
genial home, spreading thence as it 
gathers strength to all parts of the city. 
But from Memphis it has never spread 
to the adjacent towns. It has never 
gained a foothold in Chattanooga, Nash- 
ville or Louisville. 

The lowland towns of Georgia have 
more to fear from New Orleans than 
from Vicksburg or Memphis; and Mo- 


bile is the point to watch. It has | to

In the epi- 
demic of 1867 it did not suffer badly, 
and the city has been very successful in 
fighting back and keeping down the 
scourge since that time.
